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Axininca language 


Axininca (also Axininca CampaP^ Ajyininka Apurucayali, Campa, 
Ashaninca, Asheninca Apurucayali, Apurucayali Campa, Ajyeninka ) 
is an Arawakan language spoken along the Apurucayali tributary of 
the Pachitea River in Peru. 

It has figured prominently in formal linguistic theory involving 
phonology (especially prosody including its stress) and morphology 
(Black 1991; Casali 1996, 2011; De Lacy 2002, 2006; De Lacy & 
Kingston 2013; Ito 1986, 1989; Levin 1985; Lombardi 2002; 
McCarthy & Prince 1993; Morley 2015; Rosenthall & Horn 1997; 
Spring 1990a, 1990b, 1990c, 1992; Yip 1983). 
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Demographics and language policy 


There is 20% literacy in Ajyminka Apurucayali and 30% literacy in Spanish, there is much bilingualism. 
It is an official language.
